OBITUARY. 


Mr. Charles Whitmore, a well-known quarry owner and 
contractor of Lockport, N. Y., died Aug. 12, from blood 
poisoning caused by a cut received when in bathing. 


Col. James R. Haskell, inventor of the Lyman- Haskell 
multicharge gun, died at Passaic, N. J., on Aug. 16, aged 
65 years. He devoted his life to the development of the 
gun originally conceived and patented by Lyman in 1857. 


Mr. F. T. Bernhard died at St. John’s Hospital, Cleve- 
land, O., Aug. 8, after about three weeks’ confinement 
at the hospital. Mr. Bernhard was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and had been in practice about 
twelve years. He had been engaged in water-works and 
sewerage work in the west and had also been engaged 
on the Nicaraugua Canal survey work. For about two 
years previous to his death he had been employed by 
the Osborn Co., of Cleveland, O., Civil Engineers, in 
general charge of electrical railway work. 


Sir Isaac Holden died at his home at Keighley, Eng- 
land, Aug. 13, aged 91. He was the inventor of the luci- 
fer match and a carding machine for wool, and also in- 
troduced many improvements in wool combing and spin- 
ning machinery, in connection with the large wool comb- 
ing and spinning business of Meusrs. ‘Townend of Culling- 
worth, Yorkshire, England, in which he was a partner. 
Owing to the objections of Messrs. Townend to patents, 
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Sir Isaac never patented any of his devices and thus re- 
ceived no direct benefit from the use of his inventions by 
others. 


Major James W. Abert, Engineer Corps, U. S. A., a son 
of Col. John G. Abert, Chief of Topographical Engineers, 
died at his home in Newport, Ky., on Aug. 10, aged 76 
years. Major Abert was born in New Jersey and gradu- 
ated from West Point July 1, 1842, as a Second Lieutenant 
in the Sth U. S. Infantry. He was transferred to the 
Topographical Engineers in 1843 and became a captain in 
this corps in 1856. During the Civil War he served on the 
staffs of Generals Patterson, Banks and Gilmore until the 
close of the war. He was promoted to Major in 1863 and 
made a Brevet Lieutenant Colonel in 1864, and resigned on 
June 25, 1864. After the war he was a merchant in 
Cincinnati; Examiner of Patents at Washington, 1S800- 
1871, and Professor of English Literature at the Missouri 
State University. His brother, Charles Abert, for many 
years a lawyer in Washington, died on the same day, at 
Rockville, Md., aged 74 years.
